THROUGH THE PANAMA CANAL. The International Mercantile Marine will inau- 
gurate a new line to San Francisco through the Panama Canal. In this service the 
splendid twin-screw SS. "Finland" and "Kroonland," each 11.000 tons, will sail under the 
American flag every three weeks commencing May 1st. The voyage will take about 
fifteen days with about one day in the Canal Zone, passing through the Canal by daylight. 

The first class cabin rates, which will include meals and rooms, will cost from $125 
and up each way. 

We are prepared to furnish tickets going by steamer and returning by rail, or 
vice versa, allowing thirty days limit with stop-overs on the rail journey, with choice of 
routes. This will give an opportunity to visit en route the Great National Parks, 
Canadian Rockies, or the Grand Canyon of Arizona.
